LLANCARFAN 
Primary School 
could be on the 
move to Rhoose as 
part of a council 
plan to almost 
double the number 
of pupils who will 
be taught in a 
brand new school. 

The school currently 
has around 100 pupils, 
and cannot be extended 
because of the size of 
the site. 

Consultation is set to 
begin on proposals that 
would see Llancarfan 
Primary School move 
into a new state-of-the- 
art building as part of 
the Vale Council’s ‘21st 
Century Schools’ 
programme. 

The GEM 
understands that the 
location of the new 
school would be on 
land north-west of the 
railway line at Rhoose. 

A council spokesman 
said: “This exciting 


proposal would involve 
a new 210-place 
primary school building 
located within the 
village of Rhoose, 
providing both an 
opportunity to cater for 
increases in local 
demand, as well as 
establishing a modern 
learning environment 
for existing pupils and 
staff at Llancarfan 
Primary School, an old 
Victorian school 
constrained on a small 
site.” 

He said that Rhoose 


Primary School will be 
unaffected by the 
development. 

The new school will 
cost in excess of £4 
million, half of which 
would come from a 
Welsh Government 
grant. The project is 
part of widespread 
investment in education 
in the Vale as part of 
Band B of Welsh 
Government’s ‘21st 
Century Schools’ 
scheme.

MoD and Cardiff Airport have 
‘no objection’ to Barry big wheel 


THE planning 
application for a 
Barry Island Ferris 
wheel has received a 
boost after the Vale 
Council received 
letters from Cardiff 
Airport and the 
Ministry of Defence 
confirming that 
they have ‘no 
objection’ to the 
wheel being re¬ 
introduced.

garden for the visually 
impaired and in every 
season you’ll find colour 
somewhere in the 
garden. 

The pond has been 
planted with a wide 
variety of water and 
marginal plants and an 
island built in the centre 
for amphibians, insects 
and other wildlife. With 
new benches around the 
garden there is a quiet 
retreat to relax for 
shoppers just off the 
High Street. 

A ‘story space’ for 
children has been 
installed and school 
visits and contacts 
established. 

There has been a big 
increase in visitors, not 
just by local and Vale 
residents but by tourists 
as well, thanks to the 
transformation of the 
Gardens and by the 
commendations given by 
national awards such as 
the Green Flag Awards, 
Awards for Wild Life 
and 2012 Wales 
Environment and 
Culture Award. 

Organised school 
visits and annual 
community events are 
now quite regular. 

Interpretation of the 
gardens can been seen 
through wall panels and 
lecterns, one about the 
garden's biodiversity, the 
other about the Old Hall 
Gardens’ history, backed 
up by bilingual leaflets 
covering the subjects in 
more depth and available 
from plastic holders 
within the grounds and 
the Library. 

The information on 
the gardens is supported 
by a website, 
www.oldhallgardens .com 
which is updated 


weekly. 

The leaflets are 
popular and take-up is a 
steady 40 a week. The 
weekly volunteer work 
party is accustomed to 
seeing visitors walking 
round the gardens, 
leaflet in hand and also 
of course taken away, 
spreading the message 
not just about the 
existence of the gardens 
but also their raison 
d'etre, namely the 
importance of 
sustainable gardening to 
fostering biodiversity, 
and the importance of 
cultural heritage to a 
town’s sense of identity. 

The trust also 
provides booklets on the 
diversity and history of 
the gardens to the school 
children who visit. 

Both the leaflets and 
booklets have now run 
out and the trust is 
unable to reprint them 
unfortunately without 
financial help.

SEVEN members of the Cafaro family 
from Llantwit Major’s II Vesuvio 
restaurant travelled to Naples - Carlo 
Cafaro’s home town - for Christmas.

Remembering 
Llangan 
80 years ago 

OVER 80 years ago my 
family moved from the 
busy life of London to 
‘Tynewydd’ Llangan, 
where I still live. 


My father, a 
wheelwright always had 
plenty of work. In those 
long ago days we had oil 
lamps and oil stoves for 
cooking or coal fires. 

My father bought 
‘Twchwyn Garth’ from 
James Frederick for £50 
with the intention of 
turning the cottage into a 
workshop, because at 
long last electricity had 
arrived in the village and 
the occupants, Mr and 
Mrs Doble, were moving 
from the cottage. 

Things did not go as 
planned. At long last 
electricity came to 
Tynewydd. My father 
sold the site at Twchwyn 
to a man from the 
Pontypridd area who had 
one petrol pump installed 
but never seemed to have 
any petrol. 

He then sold Twchwyn 
for many thousands of 
pounds to the builder 
who would build the 
houses at Twchwyn and 
on the hill.

U3A MEET THE 
MONMOUTHSHIRE 
LOCKSMITH 


THE speaker at the 
recent Cowbridge 
U3A monthly 
meeting was Phil 
Hughes, who 
retired in 2016 as 
manager of the 
Fourteen Locks 
Canal Centre at 
Roger stone, near 
Newport. 

Unsurprisingly his 
presentation, illustrated 
with many old 
photographs, was on the 
Monmouthshire Canal. 

What is nowadays 
referred to as the 
Monmouthshire and 
Brecon Canal (the Mon 
and Brec for short) 
started life as two 
separate canals: the 
Brecknock and 
Abergavenny Canal and 
the Monmouthshire 
Canal. 

The present 3 5-mile 
navigable section, one 
the UK’s most beautiful 
and peaceful 
waterways, is mostly 
the former, as it follows 
the line of the lovely 
wooded Usk Valley 
from Brecon to the 
Pontymoile basin. 

The waterway 
featured recently on one 
of the televised canal 
boat trips undertaken by 
Timothy West and 
Prunella Scales. 

It was in the 1790s 
that the Monmouthsh ir e 
Canal Company, with 
major shareholders such 
as Josiah Wedgewood, 
the Duke of Beaufort 
and Sir Charles Morgan 
of Tredegar House, 
received its Act of 
Parliament at the same 
time that the Brecknock 
and Abergavenny was 
being planned. 
Eollowing discussions, 
it was decided to link 
the two waterways at 
Pontymoile. 

Both canals were 
supported by horse- 
drawn tram roads. 
Though originally 
constructed to transport 
coal, lime and 
agricultural products, 
the canal system was 
used extensively by 
ironmasters and 
industrialists as their 
main transport network, 
bringing the raw iron 
ore up from Newport 
and thence by the tram 
roads to the ironworks, 
and returning to the 
port with barges loaded 
with iron, the finished 
product. 

The canals thus 
played a significant part 
in the industrial 
heritage of south Wales: 
many remains can still 
be viewed along the 
canal today, including 
wharfs and lime kilns. 

The Monmouthshire 
Canal consisted of a 
main line from Newport 
to Pontnewynydd, 
which would eventually 
join up with the Brecon 
and Abergavenny Canal 
once that was built, and 
a side branch running 
from Malpas to 
Crumlin. 



Both sections were 
heavily locked, with the 
Rogerstone Plight (also 
known as the Cefn 
Plight) on the Crumlin 
arm having the largest 
number of locks. 

Thomas Dadford Jr 
was appointed as the 
engineer for the project. 
By the time the main 
line opened in Pebruary 
1796, most of the 
Crumlin Branch was 
finished. The company 
officially announced 
that the work was 
complete in April 1799. 

The section of canal 
from Pontymoile to 
Pontnewynydd was 
converted into a railway 
in 1853, with the loss, 
significantly, of much 
of the water supply to 
the lower canal. The 
next part of the canal to 
close was the section 
from Newport to the 
docks, which lasted 
until 1879. The rest of 
the Newport section, to 
the northern entrance of 
Barrack Hill Tunnel, 
was closed in 1930 and 
the Cwmbran section 
followed in 1954. 

The Crumlin branch 
was abandoned as a 
commercial waterway 
in 1930 but was 
retained in water until 
complete closure in 
1949. A section was 
subsequently filled in 
and used as the route 
for the A467 road in 
1968/9. 

Portunately, vigorous 
campaigning by canal 
enthusiasts has heralded 
a new dawn for the 
canal. Today the 
Crumlin branch of the 
canal is mostly disused; 
eight miles of waterway 
is viable and its route 
can be walked, but it is 
blocked in places by 
roads. 

There are plans to 
reopen the canal down 
to the Pourteen Locks 
area, where extensive 
renovation work has 
already been 
undertaken, and then on 
to central Newport. 

This will require 
building two aqueducts, 
raising a number of 
roads and rebuilding 
locks. Other plans 


The canal near Risca. 

include a new marina at 
Newport. The big 
problem, of course, is 
obtaining finance for 
these schemes. 

Mr Hughes has a 
wealth of knowledge on 
the Mon and Brec, with 
fascinating photographs 
of the canal in its 
heyday showing locks, 
long-gone bridges, 
people swinuning in the 
canal, Newport 
brickworks, the 
working boats that plied 


the waterway and even 
a car in the canal in 
1912 near Abercarn (the 
driver had swerved to 
avoid a duck, it seems). 

A sobering thought is 
that, on average, one 
person a month 
drowned in the canal - 
the most common cause 
of falling in was 
inebriation after a night 
down the pub.

PLANS SHELVED BY LEADER 


PLANS to open a wakeboarding facility 
at Cosmeston Country Park will no 
longer go ahead following a decision by 
the Leader of the Vale Council. 

It had previously been proposed that the council 
would work with a commercial watersports operator 
to introduce cable-wakeboarding to the eastern lake 
as part of a programme of work to generate 
additional income and tourism opportunities for the 
country park.

Cllr John Thomas, Leader of the Council, said: 
“It was always my intention to review this proposal, 
which I was never convinced was suitable for 
Cosmeston. 

“There is an obvious need to safeguard the future 
of the Vale’s country parks through introducing 
appropriate new attractions and suitable commercial 
activities, but these must be just that - appropriate 
and suitable. 

“We have an equally important responsibility to 
safeguard the park’s natural environment and after 
speaking with residents and consulting with the 
local elected members I remained far from 
convinced that wakeboarding was appropriate for 
Cosmeston. 

“Ultimately, the park belongs to the public who 
use it, and it is their views that have prompted me to 
take the decision that the scheme should not 
progress.” 

The proposed operator was informed of the 


council’s decision in December. While there 
remains a planning application in progress for the 
scheme, the Vale Council as landowner at 
Cosmeston will not now be permitting any new 
facility to be built. 

Cllr Kathryn McCaffer, local member for the 
Plymouth ward in Penarth, said: “I am delighted that 
the Leader and my colleagues have come to this 
decision. 

“I have always maintained that wakeboarding 
was an inappropriate use in the context of 
Cosmeston Country Park. While I fully recognise 
that we need to encourage a wide range of activities 
and attractions, those must be in keeping with the 
special environmental qualities of the park.”

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Darkest Hour is arguably Oldman’s finest 
hour in compelling piece of work... 


T here are 

many fine 
actors who 
are yet to collect an 
Academy Award, 
and Gary Oldman 
is one. 

Having only picked 
up his first nomination 
in 2012 for Tinker, 
Tailor, Soldier, Spy, 
there is every likelihood 
he will find himself in 
the running for Darkest 
Hour, where he plays 
Winston Churchill. 

Directed by 
Atonemenfs Joe 
Wright, it tells the story 
of Churchill’s ascension 
to the role of Prime 
Minister, whereupon he 
is thrown headfirst into 
whether to try and 
negotiate a peace treaty 
with Nazi Germany, or 
stand firm and fight 
back. 


However, Churchill 
also faces the 
scepticism of King 
George VI (Ben 
Mendehlson) and the 
plotting of his own 
party behind his back, 
and with his wife 
Clemmie (Kristin Scott 
Thomas) to confide in, 
he faces up to what will 
be the greatest test of 
his lead^ership... 

There’s an unofficial 
film rule that says that 
if you wear prosthetics 
in an Oscar-worthy 
film, then you’re 
always guaranteed an 
Oscar nomination. 

On make-up alone, 
then, Gary Oldman 
should find his name 
read out along with the 
rest of the best actor 
nominees, but to base it 
on prosthetics alone 
would diminish what is 
an absolute tour-de¬ 


force performance, one 
that fires up and 
dominates a wholly 
engaging and 
engrossing film. 

It’s a film essentially 
about men talking about 
war, sat in wood- 
panelled rooms with 
light cascading through 
cigarette smoke, but 
Oldman’s firebrand 
turn, coupled with Joe 
Wright’s superb 
direction, gives the film 
verve, energy and life 
that many films of this 
ilk struggle to show 
(perhaps most notably 
last sununer’s Churchill 
which treads similar 
terrain). 

The appetite for 
meaty, dialogue-heavy 
stories about politics (as 
evidenced by House of 
Cards’ success) is 
seemingly a strong one, 
and Anthony 


McCarten’s script is one 
that captures both the 
tensions of wartime, as 
Europe faces being on 
the brink of being 
swallowed up by Nazi 
Germany, and politics, 
as Churchill ascends to 
the role of Prime 
Minister and soon faces 
challenges to his own 
leadership. 

While the film 
focuses on the story at 
hand, taking place over 
a concentrated period 
(given added urgency 
by onscreen text that 
shows the passing of 
time) it also dips a toe 
into the background of 
the characters and the 
country, whether it’s 
Churchill’s perceived 
poor judgement at 
Gallipoli or King 
George’s mistrust of 
Churchill due to his 
support of Edward VIII

in his dalliance with 
Wallis Simpson, giving 
depth and colour to the 
plot. 


The dialogue fizzes 
by with weight, heavy¬

Oldman’s turn rightly 
deserves the most

talks. The ‘Black Dog’ 
occasionally descends, 
giving you more of the 
man rather than the 
persona, which Oldman 
effortlessly conveys, 
and the balance 
between the man and 
the myth is well 
captured. 

Around him are 
superb turns - Kristin 
Scott Thomas as his 
maligned and ever- 
supportive wife is pithy, 
always ready to talk 
him down; Lily James’ 
secretary gives a face to 
the concerns of the 
public; 

Ben Mendehlson’s 
performance is 
understated and really 
lights up when opposite 
Oldman, while Stephen 
Dillane’s Lord Halifax 
makes for a shifty man 
behind the curtain, 
determined to 
undermine Churchill for 
his own ends. 

Joe Wright’s 
direction is also 
incredible, taking what 
could be stuffy and 
stagey and really 
imbuing it with energy 
and flair. Whether it’s 
the graphics noting the 
passing of time, the 
zoom shots that bring 
you into and out of the 
action, or the way that 
the camera just 


effortlessly glides 
through the corridors of 
power, Wright shows 
that after a few 
wobbles, he is most 
certainly back in the 
game, this his best work 
since Atonement. 

Darkest Hour could 
have been that most 
common of films, one 
dragged up by a 
mesmeric lead 
performance, but 
Oldman’s turn is simply 
the gateway into a 
wholly captivating 
piece of work, one that 
offers so much more 
and keeps you absorbed 
from the start. 

VERDICT: A 
simply mesmerising 
film, with a true story 
very well told. Darkest 
Hour is anchored by 
Gary Oldman’s 
magnificent 
performance but is so 
much more than that. A 
raft of strong turns and 
Joe Wright’s energetic 
direction turn what 
could have been a staid 
piece of work into 
something vibrant and 
compelling. Essential 
viewing.

Pub lunches and caravan 
parks for the Penarth 
and District Ramblers 


News from the Fonmon Apiary by Harold Williams 

The problems of passing 
on bees to a new keeper 


TWO contrasting 
coastal walks for 
Penarth and 

District Ramblers 
in the rather 
muddy Vale of 
Glamorgan and the 
Gower peninsula 
took place recently 
and had the 
common theme of a 
pub lunch halfway 
round. 

William and his party 
of 13 set out from 
Porthkerry Country 
Park in dry weather, but 
strong winds, to make 
their way up to Port 
Road and entering 
muddy and 

waterlogged fields, 
reached Penmark for 
morning coffee in the 
churchyard of St 
Mary’s, originally the 
Garrison Church for the 
Umfreville family from 
Penmark Castle. 

Heading along part 
of Valeways 

Millennium Heritage 


Trail and around the 
perimeter fence of 
Cardiff Airport, a road 
walk led them to East 
Aberthaw to meet up 
with two more 
members. 

The welcoming 
thatched Blue Anchor 
Inn, which dates back 
to 1380 when 
smuggling was rife in 
the area, provided not 
only shelter, but a 
delightful lunch. 
Gaining one more 
member bringing their 
number to 15, they set 
off through Pleasant 
Harbour up the cliff 
steps from Andrew’s 
Pant, where the steps 
have been repaired and 
a new culvert installed 
recently by the Vale 
Council after flood 
damage. They then 
went into Fontygary 
Caravan Park, for a 
rendition of ‘Ships and 
Stars’ by WH Davies 
from William. Passing 
the old limestone 
quarries, Rhoose Point 


and the Bulwarks Iron 
Age Fort, a descent 
through woodland led 
them back to their start. 

After a very frosty 
start, Robin and his 
spaniel Pepper were 
joined by 16 walkers at 
Rhossili overlooking 
the mighty Worms 
Head. Fit up with 
sunshine and with the 
tide ebbing, they 
descended steps set into 
the steep cliff, with 
grand views of Rhossili 
Bay and the remote 
white-painted Old 
Rectory, set high on a 
plateau above the 
beach. 

Peeping out from the 
ebbing waves is some 
wood; a stark reminder 
of a shipwreck in 1887, 
when the Norwegian 
Helvetia with its cargo 
of wood became stuck 
at Rhossili after losing 
its anchor in rough seas. 
The crew were ordered 
to abandon the ship, 
which subsequently 
broke up. 

After a short pause 
for warm drinks, the 
group made their way 
across the three mile 
stretch of sand and onto 
the cliff at Spaniard 
Rocks, while gazing at 
waves crashing against 
Burry Holm. 

The track led on 
through Broughton 


Farm Caravan Park into 
a field, uphill to a road, 
then around the muddy 
lower slopes of 
Flanmadoc Hill to the 
King’s Head in 
Flangennith for a 
welcome sit down and a 
hot lunch. 

Heading past the 
church dedicated to St 
Cenydd and sloshing 
through mud and water, 
a climb led them up 
onto Rhossili Down 
with its glorious views 
of the whole of Gower, 
before a descent back to 
Rhossili for the journey 
home. 

On January 20, meet 
at 9am at Redbrink 
Crescent, Barry Island 
(above Jackson’s Bay) 
for an 11-mile moderate 
walk taking in urban 
streets, cliffs, a country 
park and sandy 
beaches; contact Joy on 
01446 737131. 

To follow the group 
please log onto 
www.penarthr amblers.

This inclement 
weather has allowed 
me to bring down the 
swarm box from its 
position up in the 
nearby tree. A strip of 
masking tape was 
secured across the 
entrance to prevent any 
occupants from 
emerging and as the 
base, main body and 
lid are all firmly 
secured as one unit, the 
possibility of it coming 
apart would and did 


not happen. 

There was plenty of 
weight to the box and 
this signifies that there 
are stores within and, 
of course, bees. The 
box is now in the 
apiary on a stand with 
the masking tape 
removed and a proper 
roof on it. Here it will 
rest undisturbed until 
warmer days arrive. 

With spring on the 
horizon and, hopefully, 
rising temperatures, I 
hope to see bees 
emerging from all of 
the hives in the apiary 
and in particular, from 
the swarm box. 

As always, the 
weather will be the 


determining factor 
when the opening of 
the swarm box bees is 
undertaken, their 
transfer to a proper 
hive will be interesting 
to say the least, and it 
is my intention to hand 
them on to a beginner. 

Hopefully, the new 
beekeeper will be with 
me when all of this 
takes place. 

Apart from 

acquiring a first colony 
of bees, the new 
beekeeper will become 
familiar with bee 
handling techniques, 
plus being able to view 
what occurs when a 
swarm of bees is not 
rehoused promptly. 


Will all go to plan? 
Who knows! Having 
removed bees from a 
variety of locations in 
the past is a plus, but 
things can, and do, go 
wrong. All being well, 
this event will prove of 
value to our new 
beekeeper. 

Come April, the 
courses run by the 
Cardiff Society will get 
underway and there is 
no shortage of people 
wishing to get 
involved with the 
beekeeping world. 

The theory of 
beekeeping Part 1 and 
Part 2 will be a hands 
on event. The opening 
and the manipulation 
of a hive of bees is not 
to everyone’s taste and 
if you are not 
comfortable with the 
opening of a hive, then 
you will never be a 
beekeeper. 

I am looking 
forward to the start of 
another season and 
some weather that will 
allow the bees to 
pursue their pollinating 
activity.

Aoife’s concept is 
simple: it involves an A- 
frame board that has all 
of the information people 
need to do a safe and 
quick litter pick when 
they're on the beach. 

She said: “I was also 
able to buy litter pickers 
and gloves so that people 
can take part with ease.

AM calls for Wales 
to be ‘global leader 
in equality’ but... 


Wales’ gender 
pay gap ‘widest 
in Bridgend’ 


JANE HUTT is calling for 
more effort to be put into 
ensuring that men and women 
are treated equally. 

The Vale AM raised the issue at the 
National Assembly, where she asked 
First Minister Carwyn Jones what the 
Welsh Government is doing to mark 
the centenary of women’s suffrage. 

She said the World Economic 
Forum (WEF) has reported that for the 
first time since 2006 there has been a 
year-on-year worsening of the gender 

gap. 

The report is not limited to Wales or 
the UK, but ranks 144 countries by 
economic opportunities, education, 
political participation and health. 

Nordic countries remain among 
some of the world's best for overall 
equality. Iceland tops the list with a 12- 
per cent gender gap across all the 
WEF's measures. Norway, Finland 
ands Sweden are all in the top five. 

Women in the Middle East and 
North Africa fared the worst, with war- 
tom Yemen coming bottom of the list 


with a gender equality score of 52 per 
cent. 

Ms Hutt said: “The group predicts 
that it would take a century to close all 
areas of equality that it monitors 
globally - well up from the 83 years 
predicted in 2016. 

“They predict that women will have 
to wait 217 years before they earn as 
much as men and are equally 
represented in the workplace.” 

She asked Mr Jones if he would join 
her in backing Chwarae Teg’s goal of 
making Wales a ‘global leader in 
gender equality through its fair play 
employer benchmark’ and also include 
this principle in the Government’s 
economic action plan. 

Mr Jones said the Government will 
be fully involved in the UK-wide 
celebrations of the 100th anniversary 
of the Representation of the People Act 
1918. 

He told Ms Hutt: “More details 
about how we will mark that centenary 
throughout the course of this year will 
be made available this month.”

Welsh Government’s 
‘disappointing’ reply to MP’s 
call to follow microbead ban 


THE UK Government’s ban 
on the manufacture of 
products containing 
microbeads came into force 
last week. The ban means that 
from January 9, it will be 
illegal to manufacture 
products containing these tiny 
pieces of plastic, and a ban on 
their sale comes into force in 
July. 

The Welsh Government is, 
however, yet to follow suit. 

Microbeads are designed to be 
washed down the drain, which 
inevitably leads to the contamination 
of sea water, posing a danger to 
marine life and their habitats. 

Traditionally, cosmetic and skin- 
care products contain microbeads in 
order to enhance the ‘scrub-off’ 
abilities of the product. However, 
these microbeads, which often 
appear in face scrubs, toothpastes 
and shower gels, can prove harmful 
to marine life, which are at risk of 
consuming these small pieces of 
plastic. 

The announcement comes as part 
of the UK Government’s strategy to 
protect marine life and crack down 
on plastic pollution. 

The Welsh Government is yet to 
apply the microbead ban in Wales, 
as it continues to consult on the 
matter. 

Vale MP and Welsh Secretary 
Alun Cairns is calling on the Welsh 
Government to follow the UK 
Government’s lead as early as 


possible in order that the ban may 
be applied in Wales. 

The Welsh Government has 
announced that “following the 
agreement of UK Ministers to ban 
products containing plastic 
microbeads designed to be washed 
down the drain, we are consulting 
on proposals to ban their 
manufacture and sale from June 
2018 [and] make their manufacture, 
supply or sale a punishable offence.” 

Mr Cairns has described the 
Welsh Government’s statement as 
“disappointing” and said: “In light 
of the UK Government’s exciting 
landmark announcement to ban 
microbeads, it disappoints me that 
yet again the Welsh Government are 
behind the curve. The protection 
which this ban will provide to 
marine life is, to me, a clear and 
unequivocal indicator that it is the 
right step to take, and I am delighted 
that the UK Government is at the 
forefront of international efforts to 
crack down on plastic pollution. 

“It is, however, a shame that the 
Welsh Government continues to 
ponder the importance of this 
decision to safeguard our marine 
life. 

“As the MP for an area which 
boasts some of the UK’s most 
beautiful coastline, I strongly urge 
that the Welsh Government applies 
the microbead ban in Wales as a 
matter of urgency.”

BARRY Yacht 
Club resumed its 
series of winter 
talks on January 11 
when Alan and 
Leona Sheppard 
talked about the 
owls they have been 
rescuing for the last 
20 years and it 
turned out to be a 
hoot of a night. 

Not only did Alan and 
Leona share tales of 
their 20 years’ 
experience of fostering 
and nurturing owls but 
the owls they brought 
along stole the show. 

The group met Bart 
the Desert Eagle owl. 
Merlin the grey Tawny 
owl. Babe, a brown 
Tawny owl, and Dizzy, 
the magnificent Barn 
owl, whose white and 
golden plumage glowed 
under the lights. 

Alan enlightened the 
audience how his 
interest had been piqued 
by these birds all those 
years ago. 

As a result of a period 
of poor health, he 
decided to buy some 
fantail doves to help him 
with his recovery. It was 
a hobby that quickly 
turned into a passion and 
from a couple of birds, 
he soon had 40 of them. 

From this, he went on 
to take an interest in 
owls after his son 
brought one home to see 
if his father could train 
it, but unfortunately this 
proved to be a very 
upsetting experience for 
them. 

They took the young 
owl to Porthkerry Park 
to start him flying from 
the hand, only for the 
bird to come suddenly 
under attack from a large 
group of territorial 
seagulls. This was to be 
the only time, so they 
took the owl back home 
to be looked after in their 
aviaries. 

Their interest in owls 
took on a new dimension 
after they visited Barry 
Swan Reserve and they 
soon became involved 
with the injured birds’ 
welfare and 

rehabilitation. 

Alan explained to us 
the calming and 
soothing effect these 
birds had upon 


individuals who were 
struggling with 

Alzheimer’s, dementia 
or with special needs. 
They really did seem to 
make a big difference to 
them. 

Alan explained that 
only individuals with 
special licences can 
breed owls and it is 
strictly monitored. 
Likewise, once they 
have been imprinted in a 
human environment, 
they are not allowed to 
be released back into the 
wild. 

Alan explained that it 
was a myth that all 
British owls are 
nocturnal and that there 
are six owls native to 
this country and only 
three were nocturnal. 

They can see and hear 
a mouse at a distance of 
a mile away, such is their 
exceptional eyesight and 
hearing. Wet weather is 
particularly harmful to 
the Bam owl as it has 
particularly fragile 
plumage with a lot less 
oil in its feathers than 
other owls, and leaves 
them vulnerable to dying 
from hypothermia if 
they get very wet. 

The larger Desert 
Eagle owl is capable of 
bringing down a fox 
terrier and that even 
though the bird weighs 
only a kilo, it has 60 
pounds of pressure on 
each talon when in 
hunting mode which are 
impossible to release 
until the owl decides to 
retract them. 

Additionally, they have 


the capability of turning 
their heads through 272 
degrees. 

In terms of feeding, 
Alan explained that 
unlike other birds who 
eat crops, owls and eat 
all (bones and feathers 
included) of their prey. 
This takes about four 
hours to be digested, at 
which point the owl 
regurgitates an owl 
pellet, a hard ball of all 
the waste bones and 
feathers that were the 
unwanted ingredients of 
their last meal. Once this 
has been ejected, they 
are then able to feed 
again. 

In captivity, the birds 
live far longer than in the 
wild, with Tawny owls 
living upwards of 20 
years in captivity and 
only 16 in the wild. Barn 
owls can live to 11, but 
in the wild, this fragile 
bird is fortunate to reach 
an age of just four. 

Most of us have heard 
the ‘to whit, to whoo’ of 
the Tawny owl, but I 
don’t think that any of 
the group realised that it 
was the female of the 
species that performs the 
‘to whit’ and that it is the 
male that responds with 
the “to whoo”. 

There is an old 
proverb that surrounds 
the wisdom that is said 
to be the hallmark of this 
bird and it says: “The 
owl is the wisest of all 
the birds because the 
more it sees, the less it 
talks.”

An in-depth look 
at Owain Glyndwr 
for Sully U3A 


ON January 11, 
Sully U3A were 
entertained by 
Dylan Jones with 
‘Owain Glyndwr - 
the Myth and the 
Man’, the last 
native Welsh 
person to hold the 
title Prince of 
Wales. 

He was born in 1359 
into a powerful family 
of the Anglo-Welsh 
nobility during a time of 
relative peace between 
the tribes of Wales and 
the English aristocracy. 

His father, Gruffydd 
Eychan II, was a 
hereditary prince of 
Powys Eadog and Lord 
of Glyndyfrdwy, one of 
the lines of Welsh lords 
and princes who traced 
their royal lineage back 
to before the Norman 
conquest. His mother, 
Elen Eerch Tomas Ap 
Llywelyn of 
Denheubarth, was also 
of noble blood. 

It is thought that his 
father died sometime 
before Owain was 11 
years old and the young 
prince was fostered to 
the household of Sir 
David Hanmer, a Welsh 
judge. Owain followed 
Hanmer’s profession, by 
studying law at the Inns 
of Court, but didn’t 
become a “man of law”. 

He married Hanmer’s 
daughter, Margaret, in 
1383 adding the titles of 
Squire of Sycharth and 
Glyndyfrdwy to his 
portfolio. In 1384, 
military service called 
Owain, and he enlisted 
under Sir Gregory Sals 
in the Marches area, the 


border country of 
England and Wales. In 
1395, he enlisted under 
the Earl of Arundel, 
fighting for King 
Richard IT 

Until the last decade 
of the 14th century, 
Owain Glyndwr was a 
man of the March, 
having married into a 
leading March family 
and became the epitome 
of an assimilated 
Welshman. 

The immediate spark 
for Owain’s revolt 
seems to have been due 
to Henry IV’s 
unwillingness to 
mediate fairly in a 
dispute between Owain 
and his neighbour, 
Reginald Grey of the 
Rhuthun marcher 
lordship. On September 
16, 1400, Glyndwr 
instigated the Welsh 
Revolt against the rule 
of Henry IV of England. 
A group of Owain’s 
supporters proclaimed 
him Prince of Wales at 
Glyndyfrdwy. Although 
initially successful, the 
uprising was eventually 
put down. 

After the final battles 
of the revolt in 1412, 
little was known of 
Owain Glyndwr. 

Plashes of sporadic 
violence against the 
English continued, but 


by bandits and outlets 
rather than any 
semblance of an 
organised military force 
and Owain had t^en to 
the hills. 

It was at least a 
generation before most 
of the areas caught up in 
the revolt got back to 
working life. 

In the 19th century, 
Glyndwr’s life and 
legacy was beginning to 
be re-valuated as the 
Welsh nation began to 
find its voice once 
more. The discovery of 
his seal and letters were 
proof that he was a 
national leader of some 
importance - a learned 
head of a country with 
diplomatic ties as any 
other head of state 
might. 

The nationalist 
movement has always 
held Owain Glyndwr in 
high regard, but he is 
now a figure of mass 
culture in Wales, with 
statues and monuments 
alongside pub and street 
names commemorating 
him. 

The chairman 
thanked Dylan Jones for 
his interesting 
presentation.

SUSTRANS Cymru 
has welcomed the 
announcement by 
the Assembly’s 

economy, 
infrastructure and 
skills committee 

that it will review 
the success of the 
Active Travel Act. 

The Act, passed in 
2013, was the first of its 
kind in the world, and 
requires local authorities 
to improve conditions for 
people making everyday 
journeys on foot or by 
bike. 

The law came into 
force in 2014 after a 
campaign by Sustrans. It 
mandates local 

authorities to map 
existing routes people 
use for everyday walking 
and cycling, and lay 
down plans for future 
improvements. 

The aim is that that 
each local authority will 
have a network of safe, 
convenient and 

connected routes that 
will allow people to 
leave their cars, and 
make shorter trips by 
foot or by bike instead. 

The Assembly 

committee will question 
Welsh Government 
ministers and officials 
over how the Act is being 
implemented, as well as 
hearing from other 
interested parties. 

Steve Brooks, national 
director of Sustrans 


Cymru said: “We warmly 
welcome the move by the 
committee to review how 
well this important 
legislation is being 
delivered. 

“Having led the 
campaign for the Act, 
Sustrans is eager that it’s 
implemented properly. 
While Welsh 

Government and 

individual local 

authorities have made a 
good start, there’s still 
much that needs to be 
done. 

“The Assembly 
committee has an 
opportunity to look in 
detail at what’s working, 
what’s not working and 
to then provide 
recommendations back 
to government on how it 
can make improvements. 

“Funding is hugely 
important, and Welsh 
Government needs to 
lever in more investment 
if we’re to see change on 
the ground. But action 
also needs to be taken so 
that people working in 
the field of transport 
across Wales better 
understand the Act and 
are able to deliver.”

SAFETY ON THE FARM... 


IN the last 10 years, 388 
farmers, their family 
members or farm workers 
have been killed on British 
farms, while thousands 
more have suffered serious 
injuries and work-related 
ill health. 

“This is a horrifying statistic, 
because every fatality, every 
injury, every illness is one too 
many and can have catastrophic, 
life changing effects for farming 
families,” said Brian Rees, chair 
of the Wales Farm Safety 
Partnership (WFSP) and one of 
the UK’s most well-respected 
trainers on farm safety. 

The role of the WFSP, which is 
a collaboration between all the key 
agricultural stakeholder 

organisations in Wales, is to help 
raise awareness of the dangers of 
working on farms to reduce the 
risk of injuries and accidents to 
humans in particular, but also to 
stock. 

The WFSP, with support from 
Farming Connect, recently 
arranged a series of daily 20- 
minute workshops, one of which 
was attended by Lesley Griffiths, 
Cabinet Secretary for Energy, 
Planning and Rural Affairs. The 
training was delivered by two 
approved Lantra instructors - 
John Hughes and his son Jimmy 
who farm together near 
Llandrindod Wells - when farmers 


and agriculture students from 
across Wales learned up-to-date 
techniques on safe cattle handling. 

“I was especially pleased that 
so many young farmers and 
agricultural students attended, 
which proves we are getting some 
important messages out to the 
industry early on in their careers,” 
said the Cabinet Secretary who 
heard at first hand from Mr Rees 
and the two trainers how farmers 
can take steps to reduce on-farm 
risks and accidents. 

“What they learned that day 
might just prove a life-saver for 
some of them and I am confident 
they will put into practice what 
they saw demonstrated and 
learned,” said the Cabinet 
Secretary. 

Mr Rees explained that 
handling cattle always involves a 
risk of injury from crushing, 
kicking, butting or goring. 

“Our workshops demonstrated 
that there are ways in which you 
can reduce the risks of accidents 
and injuries to you, your family 
and employees or to individuals 
visiting your stock, such as vets. 

“The risk is greater if the 
animals have not been handled 
frequently, such as those from 
hills or moorland, sucklers or 
newly calved cattle. But 
attempting to carry out stock tasks 
on any unrestrained cattle or with 
makeshift equipment is 
particularly hazardous, so it is

critical that we do all we can to 
alert farmers to the dangers, and 
try to prevent them putting their 
life or health in serious jeopardy,” 
said Mr Rees. 

In addition to emphasising the 
need to plan ahead when handling 
large animals, Mr Rees’ top tips 
include: never underestimate the 
risk from cattle, especially the 
protective instincts of a newly 
calved cow, even with good 
precautions in place. 

Always use proper handling 
facilities, kept in good working 
order. Use a race and a crush 
suitable for the animals you 
handle; consider a rigorous culling 
policy for temperamental animals; 
try to avoid working alone but if 
you do, keep a phone handy. 

“Statistics show that you are 
now six times more likely to be 
killed working on a farm than at a 
building site, so getting up to 
speed with all aspects of farm- 
safety is critically important for 
farmers of all ages. 

“There is support, guidance and 
training available, so the Wales 
Farm Safety Partnership will 
continue to do all it can to 
persuade farmers to tap into this,” 
added Mr Rees. 

Eligible farmers registered with 
Farming Connect can undertake 
an e-learning module on farm 
Health and Safety, which is a pre¬ 
requisite if you want to apply for 
machinery handling courses. For
